> Councillors want 
to freeze spending 
for Town's legal 
defense in lawsuit

About two months ago, the 
majority of council fought for a 
second legal opinion on the Bay 
Beach issue and didn't take the 
advice of the Town of Fort Erie's 
solicitor Heather Salter on pos¬ 
sible ramifications of breaking 
the private-public partnership 
with the Burlington-based 
Molinaro Group. 

On Tuesday night, a notice of 
motion was brought forward by 
Ward 6 Coun. Paul Collard to 
suggest that the Town does not 
seek external legal representa¬ 
tion when defending a state¬ 
ment of claim against the Town, 
filed through the Ontario 
Superior Court of Justice.... and 
to only have Salter on the case. 

There are seven plaintiffs, 
seeking a ruling on legal issues 
surrounding the purchase and 
sale agreement between the 
Town and the developer, who 
have entered into an agreement 
to build a 12-storey condo build¬ 
ing on the south side of Erie 
Road in Crystal Beach.

"I hope it's the will of this 
council, that we expend no 
further funds," said Collard. 

"I think we should be 
looking at our solicitor as the 
person who will defend us in 
court," added the 
Stevensville councillor. 

Ward 5 Coun. Don 
Lubberts also sided with 
Collard, asking if the rules of 
procedure could be waived 
in order to discuss the 
motion more thoroughly in 
closed session, despite an 
explanation from mayor 
Doug Martin that a notice of 
motion requires a two-week 
period, when the motion is 
brought back to the table. 

Town clerk Carolyn Kett 
concurred. 

"Council should not be 
going into closed session 
without proper notice to the 
public, unless it's extraordi¬ 
narily urgent to do so," said 
Kett. 

"It doesn't appear that 


urgency exists with this 
motion." 

Lubberts wasn't satisfied 
with this information and 
continued to attempt find¬ 
ing a loophole in the 
process, saying council 
should have been made 
aware of the Town's plans to 
retain additional legal 
expertise when defending 
the lawsuit, brought forward 
by the Fort Erie Waterfront 
Preservation Association 
(FEWPA). 

"In the meantime, there 
could be a motion brought 
forward that would direct 
our Town staff not to hire 
outside legal counsel until 
we've gone into closed ses¬ 
sion and discussed it," said 
Lubberts. 

As chair of that portion of 
the meeting, mayor Martin 
repeatedly told Lubberts his 
suggestion would not be dis¬ 
cussed any further and that 
it isn't necessary because of 
its similarity to the one 
brought forward by Collard. 

"It has the same substance 


as the original motion and 
the answer is 'no," said a vis¬ 
ibly irritated Martin. 

Lubberts then directed a 
question to Salter, asking if 
the Town has already started 
making plans for retaining 
another lawyer to join the 
Town's team. 

"Absolutely," she quickly 
responded. 

"I've delegated authority 
to retain and instruct exter¬ 
nal legal counsel to defend 
claims on behalf of the Town 
of Fort Erie," added Salter. 

"What you're saying is we 
can hire outside legal coun¬ 
sel without council's recom¬ 
mendation?" asked 

Lubberts. 

Salter then directed 
Lubberts to the Town of Fort 
Erie's website, and told him 
to have a gander at by-law 
167-09, where it is written 
that the solicitor is permit¬ 
ted to retain legal counsel. 

With the lawsuit filed late 
last week, the Town has 20 
days to respond and prepare 
the necessary documenta-

k'ward 4 Coun. John Hill 
says this timeframe should 
be considered. 

"In my view, the notice of 
motion councillor Collard is 
bringing forward, would be 
of no use. We would have 
already made our statement, 
we would have already hired 
outside legal staff," he said, 
referring to the two weeks 
that are required before the 
motion is brought back to 
the table. 

"This is an emergency 
decision because of that 


timeline." 

Salter then provided 
insight, saying that the 
wheels are already in 
motion when it comes to 
seeking additional legal rep¬ 
resentation. 

"We have already retained 
external legal counsel and 
we are in the process of 
beginning preparation to file 
a statement of defense," said 
Salter. 

"You don't really have any 
other practical alternatives 
than preparing a defense, 
that's how the system 
works." 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
chimed in and was also 
highly critical of the council¬ 
lors who are hoping the 
Town does not bring any 
other legal representation to 
the table, other than Salter. 

"This is absolutely ludi¬ 
crous. You've lost all credi¬ 
bility in my mind," said 
Shular, who finds it contra¬ 
dictory that council mem¬ 
bers wanted nothing to do 
with Salter's advice earlier in 


this issue, but now feel the 
entire weight of the upcom¬ 
ing legal process should only 
be on her shoulders. 

Ward 1 Coun. Stephen 
Passero agreed with Shular 
and is concerned that per¬ 
sonal opinions continue to 
get in the way of moving for- 

"This is not about cost 
savings, this is about trying 
to weaken a defense," said 
Passero. 

"Six to eight weeks ago, 
certain members around the 
table had no confidence 
whatsoever in Ms. Salter." 

Passero then pulled out a 
question that didn't receive 
an answer at the meeting. 

He asked if any members 
of council have met with 
John Keenan, the lawyer 
representing the FEWPA in 
the lawsuit. 

"Very rarely do I ever ask a 
question I don't already 
know the answer to."

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Complaint filed over board member removal 


The Ontario ombuds¬ 
man's office is saying there

Discussion on council is the epitome of contradiction

Editor’s Notebook 


Everyone is entitled to 
their own opinion...and 
there certainly is no short¬ 
age of this around town. 

But when you are a 
member of council dis¬ 
cussing a decision that has 
already been made, regard¬ 
less of your position on an 
issue, that personal opinion 
needs to be cast to the 
backseat. 

The Town of Fort Erie is 
facing a lawsuit being 
served by the Fort Erie 
Waterfront Preservation 
Association (FEWPA), 


after it was decided about 
two months ago to move 
ahead with the Crystal 
Beach Gateway Project, 
after a second legal opin¬ 
ion confirmed the munici¬ 
pality could be faced with 
a multi-million dollar law¬ 
suit if the contract with the 
developer was broken. 

Ward 3. Coun. Bob 
Steckley reversed his vote, 
keeping the taxpayers in 
mind. As I said in previous 
columns, this was likely the 
toughest decision he has 
made in his political career. 
He was able to set aside his 
strong opposition to the 
project and move ahead. 

But there are still some 
members of council who 
can't let it go...and it is 
beyond frustrating. 

Especially after what 
happened at Tuesday's reg¬ 
ular council meeting. The 


action and dialogue, espe¬ 
cially from Ward 5 Coun. 
Don Lubberts is the epito¬ 
me of contradiction. 

When the Town's legal 
staff, director of finance 
and chief administrative 
officer warned that ending 
the private-public partner¬ 
ship with the Molinaro 
Group could cause a nega¬ 
tive impact....council heard 
this, but wanted a second 
opinion and spent $20,000 
to get it. When it was given, 
it mirrored the caution 
provided by staff 

Oh well, at least they 
were given an answer. I'm 
not criticizing the idea of 
getting another viewpoint, 
but it does concern me that 
some of the councillors 
who did not trust solicitor 
Heather Salter in February, 
all of a sudden think she 
should carry the weight of 


the Town's legal defense 
and not hire external coun¬ 
sel. They trust her 100 per 
cent now, for some reason. 

As councillor Passero 
put it, it's not about cost- 
savings, it's about weaken¬ 
ing a defense. It's about 
pre-meeting conversations 
with a seasonal resident 
who is leading the charge 
against frustrating this 
development. 

The decision has been 

Admit defeat and let 
your personal opinion 
wash out into the lake. 

If people don't see the 
irony of certain councillors 
dismissing the solicitor's 
claims made two moths 
ago and then saying they 
want to put all of their trust 
in her at this point... then 
they really need to remove 
the wool from over their 


As the process has 
unfolded with this issue 
between both the former 
and current councils, I have 
always seen the opposi¬ 
tion's point on this matter 
and have to respect that. 

It was time to put it 
behind us when the 

Ontario Municipal Board 
ruled that the development 
was responsible... and that 
was months ago. 

Now, it's time to serious¬ 
ly question what the 

remainder of this council's 
term will have in store for 
us because it is getting to 
the point where I have a 
blistering headache at the 
adjournment of mostly 
every council meeting. 

I will say that I do 
believe all members of 

council are capable of 

going good things for Fort 


Erie, but this will only hap¬ 
pen once they can get off 
the Bay Beach train. 

You were elected to 
represent the taxpayers of 
this town as a whole, not 
people who live here a few 
months a year and think 
they are the only ones who 
have an opinion on this 

They are taxpayers and 
do have the right to explain 
their stance, but councillors 
who opposed the project 
and residents who do not 
support it are on two total 
opposite ends of the spec¬ 
trum at this point. 

Represent your employ¬ 
er, not the people who is 
suing them.

Looming pension crisis 


Dear Editor, 

Statistics have shown 
that Canada’s population 
is aging rapidly, that wages 
have been stagnant for 
decades and Canadians 
are deep in debt. And also 
the savings rate is too low 
to provide security for all. 

The CPP is capped at a 
maximum of 25% of the 
average wage of a person, 
this is not enough to live 
on today or in the future 
with the way everything is 
escalating. Two out of 
three workers in Canada 
don’t have a workplace 
pension, and those that do 
they are coming under 
attack, for example U.S 
Steel in Hamilton is trying 
to take away Local 1005’s 
defined benefit pension 
plan. And other compa¬ 
nies declare bankruptcy 
and the people that have 
made them millions and 
possibly billions in profits 
over the years are sent to 
the bottom of the credi¬ 
tors list so they are likely 
to see little or none of 
their pensions. 

If nothing is done soon 
nearly half of the baby 
boomers in the middle 


income bracket will see a 
decrease in their purchas¬ 
ing power when they 
retire. But there is a solu¬ 
tion; we need to help 
Canadians to save for 
retirement. There are two 
remedies for this problem. 
First is a phased-in fully 
funded doubling of CPP 
benefits. This would be 
phased in over the next 
seven years at the cost of 
$3.57/week or a cost of 9 
cents/hour for people 
making $47,200, and for 
someone making $10,000, 
it would be 76 cent per 
week or two cents per 
hour. The Canadian 
Labour Council, workers, 
students, retirees, anti¬ 
poverty groups, 76% of 
Canadians and 7 out of ten 
provincial finance minis¬ 
ters support this plan. 
Under this plan there will 
be a predetermined level 
of retirement income. It 
will be indexed, and there 
will be a guaranteed 
spousal benefits. For a 28 
year old and makes 37 
years of expanded contri¬ 
butions, would make 
$1,772 a month, that same 
worker would earn $886 
under the plan now. 


The second proposal is 
what is called a Pooled 
Registered Pension Plan. 
This plan is like a big 
RRSP. It is liked by banks, 
credit unions insurance 
companies, mutual funds, 
and Prime Minister 
Harper. This plan has no 
guarantees on how much 
will be there for retire¬ 
ment, it just guarantees 
that someone else will 
profit from your savings. 

Critics of the CLC’s 
plan say that this is a job 
killing tax, but it is not it is 
in fact a savings plan not a 
tax. They also say that it 
won’t be there for the 
young, but in reality it is 
one of the most stable 
pension plans in the 
world, it is actuarially 
sound for at least the next 

So in closing I would 
like to urge Canadians to 
lobby your provincial and 
federal politicians to sup¬ 
port the doubling of the 
CPP. I feel we should have 
an opportunity to receive 
a decent pension, like they 
do.

"Based on our review, it appears that 
notice of the additional item of closed 
session discussion was provided in 
accordance with the (Municipal Act) 
and the Town's Procedure By-Law," 
she wrote. 

"There is also no indication that the 
decision to remove a particular board 
member was made by council in closed 
session." 

In a letter addressed to all members 
of council, BBIA chair Dave Dimberio 
says the board was "disturbed and 
shocked" by Koutroulakis' removal 
from his volunteer position. 

"Mr. Kouroulakis was a highly valued 
member of our board. His multi-year 
level of contribution, his insight, his 
sense of fairness, his genuine concern 
for our membership, were second to 
none," wrote Dimberio. 

He also feels the local restauranteur 
has every right to speak what is on his 


"Our level of disturbance at his loss is 
only heightened by our concern that 
his right to freedom of expression 
under the Canadian Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms, a protected human 
right afforded to members and non¬ 
members of Council, has been abrogat¬ 
ed,” he said in the letter, that requested 
Koutroulakis’ re-instatement. 

No motion was put on the table at 
the meeting to take that action. 

The four councillors who voted him 
off, Bob Steckley, Paul Collard, John 
Hill and Don Lubberts would've had to 
put a motion on the table to lift the ban, 
but none of them did at the meeting. 

Koutroulakis will still remain a mem¬ 
ber of the BBIA, but will not be given 
his former position as a director on the

Ward 3 Coun. Bob 
Steckley, who has opposed 
the development since its 
introduction last term finds it 
contradictory that council¬ 
lors in favour of the project 
criticized himself and other 
members for seeking a third- 
party legal opinion, when 
now, the tables have turned.

"You can't block off the 
lakes, that's the bottom 
line." 

He also said he has 
received support from some 
of his colleagues, but next 
week will have a much bet¬ 
ter impression of what the 
overall perception of the bill 
is, especially from some of 
his non-Liberal colleagues. 

"That's when I'll really get 
a clear feeling about the 
kind of support we have 
from all the parties."

Sandy Saczkowski, a registered 
social worker who just recently moved 
to the Ridgeway area to take her posi¬ 
tion at the loci business, said she is 
eager to start new programs such as 
workshops that help build the self¬ 
esteem of young women, or provide 
counselling for parents and families. 

"Small communities don't tend to 
have access to these types of servic¬ 
es," said Saczkowski, who feels a focus 
on teenagers needs to be undertaken 
and the lives they lead. 

"A lot of parents are saying they 
need help with kids," said the owner 
of a masters degree obtained at the 
University of Toronto and McMaster 
University.
